The Government of India Lave had under consideration 
the question of the accommodation to be provided in the case- 
of civil officers for v,'hom passages from India are finnished 
at Government expemse.

Liability to tas— Examiner’s fees— Rewards for passing 
language examinations. 

The question 'wlietber departmenfal rewards granted for 
passing an examination in some language are liable to income 
tax, and if so whether the tax can be deducted at source by 
the officer disbursing such rewards, was discussed so huig ago 
as 1893, and was considered ag.ain in i91S and it was decided 
that rewards for passing e.xaminafions in languages were- 
liable to income-tax hut not as salaries. It was therefore 
held that they were liable to tax as “ Income from other 
sources and that tax could not be deducted from them at. 
the source at the time of payment. In pingraph 23, oa 
page 3 of the Income-tax .Manual, it is laid down that 
‘HaDguage rewards and fec.s for conducting an examinarion, 
when-tlie coiidncfc of the exaniitiation is not part of tlie 
officer’s ordiaiavv duties, are not chargeable as salaries bnt- 
as income " from otlmr sources"’' under .section 12"’^. 

2. Rewards for passing a. l-ingnage examination are- 

obviously receipts of a casual or non-rccurring nature. Tliey 
are therefore clearly not liable to income-tax unless they can 
be regarded as receipts arising from the exercise of a profes- 
sion, vocation or occupation or as receipts by way of addition 
to the remuneration of an employee [Income-tax Act XI of 
1932, section 4 (.3) (vii)]. The Central Board of Revenue 
considers that these criteria are not satis lied unless hj' the- 
conditions of his employment the assessee.is compelled to pass- 
the examination ' for success in which the reward is given. 
If passing an examination is optional, it cannot be said that 
in passing it the assessee is exercising his profession, voca- 
tion Or occupation. If passing the examination is obligatory, 
it may be said to be an incident of the profession, oecnipation,. 
or vocation. In the latter case, the language reward would 
appear to fall under the head 'salary’ as defined undei- 
sectioii - 7 ' ( 1 ) (if the Act, being a gratuity, p(jrquisite or 
profit received by the assessee in addition to his salary or 
wages. - ' ■ ' • ' '

intended period of absence on full pay during the particular 
visit to Europe in which the deputation occurs; and there is 
a .certain difficulty in such circumstances in pressing an 
officer who is already on leave in this country on average 
pay to perform duty for less, 

6. It has been suggested that cases of the kind might 
be met by allowing the officer at his option to continue to 
consume leave and giving him an honorarium for his ser- 
wces during leave, instead of placing him on duty on de- 
putation termsf; and that the amount of such honorarium 
might suitably be fixed at one-sixth of his Indian pay, 
t.e., the difference between half average salary ordinarily 
admissible on leave and the two-thirds pay admissible on 
deputation. This course is being adopted, with the con- 
cuiTence of your Government, in the case of Mr. Smellie, 
referred to in your telegram in the Railway Department, 
dated 24th June 1922.

Tho Government of India have had under consideration 
on various occasions the possibility of omitting pies in Gov-

No. 153 of 1922. in salary, establishment, 

pension and travelling allowance 
hills. At the suggestion of the Auditor- General the question 
of the possibility of carrying the process still further was 
considered in consultation with local Governments. After 
giving very careful consideration to the replies received, 
the Government of India have decided to adopt the follow- 
ing system from the beginning of the year 1926-27. They 
trust that local Governments will also find it possible to 
adopt these rules almost, if not quite, in their entirety. 

2. Erom the year 1926-27 the following transactions will 
be taken to the nearest anna, that is, 6 pies and over will 
be considered as one whole anna and amounts less than 
6 pies will bo omitted: — 


(1) Payments to or recoveries from Government 

servants and pensioners. In this connection 
attention is drawn to the procedure indicated 
in Government of India, !Knance Department 
No. 756-A.* of 6th October 1921. 

(2) Accounts rendered from one Government or 

Department to another. 

(3) Amounts converted into Indian currency from 

sterling. 

3. The Government of India have also decided that the- 
sanae rule should be applied ordinarily to all receipts other 
than receipts of revenue which are fixed by .or under the 
law, for example',, receipts) on account of Remittance Trans- 
fer Receipts, deposits, etc. Cases have, however, been 
brought to their notice in which it is not possible to prohibit 
absolutely the receiving of pies into Govermuent treasuries, 
for example, remittances included under Article 170 (7) of 
the Civil Account Code, deposits on account of local funds, 
etc. It is, however, hoped that local Governments will 
encourage the local -authorities to eliminate pies as far as- 
possible in their accounts.

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of

^Regulations, wdth effect from 1st April 1924, namely : —

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APPENDIX B TO SCHEDULE Iv. 

Provisions for the determination of domicile^ 

1. A person can have only one domicile. 

2. The domicile o^ origin of every person of legitimi 
birth is in the country in which at the time of his i irth ' 
f.ither Was domiciled or, if he is a posthumous child, in tne 
country in which his father was domiciled at the time of the 
father’s death. 

3. The domicile of origin of an illegitimate child is in 
the eoantry in which at the time of his birth his mother 
was domiciled. ' 

4. The domicile of origin prevails until a new domicile 

has been acquired, and a new domicile continues until the 
former domicile has been resumed or another has been 
acquired. • 

0 . (I) A person acquires anew domicile by taking up 
his fixed habitation in a country which is not that of his 
domicile of origin. 

(2) Any person may, if the law of any country so pro- 
vides, and subject to any such provisions, acquire a domicile 
in that country by making, in accordance with the 
said provisions, a declaration of his desire to acquire such 
domicile. 

Explanation L — A person is not to be considered as 
having taken up his fixed habit \tion in a country merely by 
reason of his residing there in His Majesty’s civil or mili- 
taiy service or in the exercise of any profession or calling. 

Explanation 2 . — A person does not acquire a new domicile 
in any country merely by reason of residing as part of the 
family or as a servant of any ambassador, consul, or other 
representative of the Government of another country.

In partial modification of paragraph 2 of the resolution 
in the Department of Commerce and Industry, No. 1700- 
1793-216, dated the 1st March 1909, the Government of 
India have decided that, with effect from the 1st July 1925,' 
telegraph offices should be required to shew in a receipt for 
a State telegram the amount paid for it in service stamps 
in addition to the entry of the word “State” as heretofore. 


Department of Commerce and Indus'try Resolution 
No. 1760-1793-216, dated the 1st March 1909. 

The Government of India have decided that with effect 
from the 1st April 1909, service stamps only shall be used 
in payment of telegrams despatched on the public service 
by officers who are not authorised to use the debit note 
-system. Officers should therefore obtain from the 
Treasuries a sufficient supply of service stamps to cover the 
cost of telegrams as well as of lejtters. In affixing stamps 
to telegrams care should be taken to use the smallest num- 
ber possible, and stamps of the higher values should there- 
fore be procured to such extent as may be necessary. To 
meet the case of specially long telegrams, stamps of Es. 10 
and Es. 15 values have been issued, and these can be 
obtained for the use of the larger Government offices. 
Until a sufficient supply of six-anna service stamps can 
be obtained, four and two-anna stamps should be used. 

2. No cash enti'y will be made by the Telegraph offiee 
in the receipt for any telegram paid for in service stamps. 
If any officer is compelled to send a telegram at a time 
when he is temporarily without service stamps, he should 
pay for it in cash, and the receipt granted to him will then 
state the value of the telegi-am, but will not bear on it 
the word “ State ”. State telegrams sent from railway 
stations will, for the present, be similarly paid for in cash. 
The value of the telegrafn may subsequently be recovered 
from Government, the officer concerned submitting as his 
voucher the receipt for the telegi*am, together with a certi- 
ficate signed by the head of the office that the telegram 
was sent on State seiwice, and that' cash payment was 
unavoidable.

With reference to Army Instruction (India) No. 425 of' 
1924, and India Army Order No. 416 of 1922, it has beem 
brought to notice that the orders laid down in connection 
with the subjects quoted above do not take into account 
the frequent necessity of identification which can usually 
only be carried out at the recruiting offices; and further' 
that Gurkha heirs would in many cases wish to obtain 
their dues ‘from the Eecruiting Officer for Gurkhas. 

2. Gurkha soldiers may, therefore, be permitted to* 
receive these dues — 

{a) at the treasury at which the pension is payable,. 

(b) through the Recruiting Officer for Gurkhas, , ■ • 

(c) from the British Envoy at the Court of Nepal, 

(d) through the Nepal Government. 

3. The soldiers’ wishes will be recorded in their sheet-, 
rolls and issues made accordingly, except when Officers-

Gurkha Eecruiting Offices. 

4. When a preference for settlement at one of the- 
recruiting offices is indicated, or the wishes of the mant 
or his heirs are not. known.

luules for the creation and utilisation of a depreciation 
reserve fund for military grass and dairy farms in 
India. 

Note: — The vord “ plaiit ” as used in these rules 
includes machinery and tools. 

1. The object of a depreciation reserve fund is to set 
aside a cei-tain sum annually to cover t’ho wastage in the 
capital assets, i.c., the plant and buildings, live and! dead 
stock used in the undertaking and so maintain their 
efficiency. The fund is mamtained bv crediting to the 
account (a) certain percentages of the value of the capital 
assets and (fa) the unexhausted book value of items borne 
on the capital account, which may be condemned and 
disposed of. 

I 2. The 'fund will be drawn upon to meet expenditure • 
•on; — • 


(a) renewals and- replacements of machinery, plant and 
buildings, live and dead stock rendered necessaiy 
by ordinary wastage. 

(fa) replacements or adaptations due to obsolescence of 
plant or products. 

(c) when the balance of the fund permits and with the 
special sanction of Government, for adaptations 
or improvements to the plant and buildings to 
maintain and increase their efficiency. This 
would not include extensive additions aud' expan- 
sions, which must be met from funds allotted 
separately. 

3. The receipts and charges pertaining to the fund will 
he recorded under the heads “ Depreciation Reserve Eund — 
Dairy Farms ” and “ Depreciation Reserve Fund — Grass 
Farms'” to be opened under Deposits in the debt section 
of the accounts. The balance at the credit of the fund 
carried forward at the beginning of the year should not 
exceed Rs. 5 lakhs in each case. If it is shown that there 
is a general tendency for contributions to be in excess of 
requirements, the percentages should be altered. No 
interest will be allowed on the balance in the Depreciation 
Fund. 

Note 1: — Charges connected with the current main- 
tenance of. buildings and plant, including the cost of repairs 
and of minor new soJ-’^ices which it is not usual to debit 
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(iv) Tlie Direetoi: of' Farms will submit to the Govern- 
lent of India by tbe loth November his recommendations 
n the proposals of the Assistant Controllers referred to in 
lause (1) of this Buie. 

5. The Government of India will issue orders indicating 
he extent to which the programme of expenditure recom- 
nend'ed by the Director of Farms has their approval. 
3uch approval will constitute administrative sanction in the 
jase of buildings and allied works, and authority for the 
mportation or purchase of plant or replacement of cattle. 

(i) If in any year the Director of Farms desires to 
•ecommend that any part of the balance of the deprecia- 
}ion fund in the ensuing year, after meeting the expen- 
liture recommended in clause (iv) of Buie d, should be 
utilised for the purpose mentioned in clause (c) of Buie 
2 such recommendation should be submitted to the Gov- 
srnment of India by the 15th November; and it should he 
accompanied by a clear statement about the condition of 
the existing plant and buildings, live and dead stock in 

die Farms and the probability of any changes which 

would lead to obsolescence. 

(ii) Proposals for new capital expenditure in Military 

— Farms, otherwise than from Okara profits, will

be included in the schedule of new measures submitted

The Secretary of State in Council has been pleased to

debited in his leave account in respect of the same service, 

. his leave account will, on his maldng application, be 
-examined, and, if such should be found to be the case, the 
excess debit -vyiU be eaneelled. 

(2) Sick leave taken by an officer during military service 
will count for pension up to a maximum of two years (as 
in the case of special disability leave) irrespective of whe- 
ther he was eventually invalided from mihtary service <jr 
-:not. If he was invalided from military service, any such 
period of sick leave allowed to count for pension should be 
■deducted from any period of disability leave- that might 
otherwise be admissible to him on his release from military 
■service. 

2. Pensioners who retired before the date of this Eeso- 
lution, M'ho have reason to think that their pension will be 
increased by the concessions now sanctioned, should make 
an application for re-calciilation of their pensions to the 
authority which sanctioned their pension.

I have the honour to enclose herewith an advance copy 
of corrections Nos. 379, 380 and 381 to Articles 20 and 
228 of the Civil Account Code, Volume I. 

2. The main effect of these amendments is that the 
period within which an Accounts Officer may effect recovery 
of an overissue of any personal claim as a matter of course 
and without special instructions from the administrative 
authorities have been raised from 6 months to one year. 

3. In respect of such recoveries the existing rule in 
Article 20 of Civil Account Code, Volume I, will hold good 
that is, in cases in which an overissue is brought to the 
notice of the officer concerned within 12 months it should 
be left to the officer himself to represent the matter to the 
administrative authorities if he should so desire. In con- 
nection with such protests it has been decided by the 
Government of India: — 

(1) that the administrative authority competent to 

waive recovery will also be empowered to com- 
municate .a protest to the audit officer con- 
cerned with a view to the suspension of fur- 
ther action pending a decision, and 

(2) that an Audit Officer shall also have discretion, 

if a protest is made against a recovery and it 
seems . equitable to postpone recovery until a 
decision is arrived at as regards the protest, to 
postpone the recovery, even if the request 
comes direct from the aggrieved officer "and not 
through the administrative authorities.

4. In view of the time limit of 3 months which has been

1. Under the provisions of paragraph 302 (as amended 
by A. 0. 279 of 1925), King’s Eegulations, 1923, soldiers, 
in respect of whom marriage allowance is in issue, are

consent, or refusal of either party to live with the'other). 
Any soldier who fails to notify the fact of separation will 
be liable to be charged with any overpayment of marriage 
allowance that may be occasioned, whether the allowance 
has been paid to him or direct to his wife.

■China, Malay States, etc., Indian troops and followers 
will he governed for purposes of issues and- replacements 
of clothing by the . local rules in force at those stations. 
Clothing allowances for Indian troops, and followers 
-serving overseas, except in China, will be fixed by the 
local authorities and not by the Indian authorities. Indian

deposit of civilian hospital store-keepers who had their 
original security, deposited with the Alliance Banl< of 
Simla, Limited, but the amount of which has depreciated 
owing to the failure of that bank. The Government of 
India have decided that, in such cases, the 50 per cent, of 
the amount of the deposit, which has been disbursed by the 
liquidators of the bank, should be considered as sufficient

2. ^Officers Commanding cavalry regiments will, there- 
fore, board out hordes that have been fully trained up to -a 
hmit to be fixed from time to time, under the conditions' 
laid dowTi m para. 4 below. 


3. The persons to whom horses are given, hereinafter 
refen*ed to^ as the allottees, may be any persons, official’ 
or non-official, European or Indian, whom the Officer Com- 
manding tile regiment considers fit to have a Government 
horse. 


4. The allottee will be required to sign an agreement of 
which the main provisions are; — 


(i) That the dllottee will maintain the horse in word- 
ing condition and suitably feed and care for the 
animal to the satisfaction of the Officer Command- 
ing the regiment. 

(ii) That the allottee will produce the horse for inspec- 
tion at his or her own stable or other suitable place 
whenever required by the Officer Commanding the 
regiment or his representative. 

(iii) That the allottee recognizes the right of the Officer- 
Commanding the regiment to recall the horse at 
any time, should he be dissatisfied with the condi- 
tion in which it is Irepb, or when required for mobi- 
lization. 


(iv) That the expenses of sending the horse to the 
allottee’s station will be borne by -the allottee, and 
of retm-niug the horse to the regiment by the 
State. Further, when the horse reaches the age 
of 13 years, the horse will be withdi’anm from the 
allottee and a replacement issued at Government 


expense, 

(v) That the allottee will pay no charge for the horse 
except that he or she will be required to pay into 
the nearest treasury, on or before- taking over the 
horse, a sum of Es.-75 in lieu of insurance premium 
for one year. A fm'ther sum of Es. 75 will be 
required to be paid by the allottee on or before 
every anniversary of the date of such payment, n 
the horse is to be retained by the allottee for any 
further term exceeding one year.
